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and vigilant while hee was truſted 1n the ſame King- 
dome, and had now this laſt ſpring made proviſions 
ready to march into the field, and that the Lord Bar- 
ron of Rrohil! Ceneral of the Parliaments Ho ſe in 
Flu nſter 3nd Colonel! Sir Arthur Lofty perions of 
honour and reputation, and of great fortunes in the 
faid Kingdome, lately came purpoſely into this King- 
dome to exhvbite, and did exhibite many Articles of 
high Treaſon againſt the Lord Inchiquin for betray- 
ing the Parliaments Army to thc enemy (as formerly 
hee had done) yet by the great power and violent in- 
terpoſition of the ſaid Sir Fohn Clotworthy, Mr. Hol- 
lis, Sir P hilip Stapleton, by the practice and combina- 
tion aforeſaid, the ſaid Articles have been obſtruced, 
and the bulineſlſe not ſuffered to come to a hearing, 
and the ſaid Lord Liſle haſtily called out of Ireland, 
and the power and command of the Parliaments 
forces in that Kingdome committed to the ſaid Lord 
Incheguin to the lofle of this ſummers ſervice, and the 
expence of much treaſure to make new preparations z 
and whereas the ſaid Lord Liſle being ſo ſuddenly 
called from thence as aforeſaid, did defigne .and de- - 
pute Sir Hardres Waller Knight, Major General of 
the Forces there (a man of known integrity and cou- 
rage both for his ſervicein Eng/4nd and Hreland, and 
of conſiderable Fortunesthere) to take care of the 
ſaid Lord Lifles Forces till the pleaſure of the Parlia- 
ment may bee further known ; but the ſaid Lord 1n- 
chequin upon the receit of a letter from the ſaid Sir 
7obn (, lotworthy ; Mr. Holly and Sir Philip Stapleton,

That whereas a Committee of the Houſe of 
Commons hath been lately appointed by the Parha- 
ment to conſider of Propoſitions for the ſertling and 
preſervation of #ales, whereof the ſaid Sir William 
Lews and Maſter Glyn were and are Members, and 
to report the ſame to the Houſe, They the ſaid Sir 
William Lewis and Maſter Gln with others of the 
faid Committee did on the thirtieth day of April now 
laſt paſt without any authority of Parliament, before 
any report made to the Houſes, of their own accord, 
in ſtead of ſettling and preſerving Wales, order that 
all Committees for Sequeſtrations fhould forbear 
all proceedings of Sequeftrations againſt ajll or any

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Forces againſt the Parliament) all the Commiſſio- 
ners of Array that did or ſhould at any time come 4n 
and ſiibmit to the Parliament, or their Commanders 
in Chief, all that had born arms againſt the Parlta- 
ment, unleſſe they were Governours or other Oth- 
cers of War that held ſome Town, Caſtle, or Fort a- 
o4inſt che Parliament, ll diſaftected and ſcandalous 
Miniſters, though in their Sermons they uſually reyi- 
led and ſcanda 1zed che Parliament and their procee- 
ceedings, calling them Rebels and Traitours; and 
not onely inceniing the people againſt rhe Parlia- 
ment, but uſually caking up Arms, and leading their 
Pariſhioners in arms upon any Alarm againſt che Par- 
liament ; and many other deſperate Delinquents bave 
been, and ſtill are taken: off and freed from Seque- 
{tration : and the ſaid Order was ſent to every ſcve- 
ral: Committee in ales, in ſeverall Letters from the 
{aid Commattee, contrary to ſeverall Ordgrgand Or- 
dinances of Parliament, and contrary to theRules of 
juſtice and equity which ſhould imparrtia!ly be admi- 
niſtred as well in ales, as in other places of this 
Kingdome, whereby the ill-affeAed i. entry and Mi- 
niſtery of that Country are grown fo high and inſo- 
lent, that honelt men dare ſcarce live amongſt them : 
ſo as that which was inteaded by the Parltament ro 
ſettle and preſerve Wales, is by the practice of the 
ſaid Sir William Lews and Maliter G{, x perverced to 
thedanger and deſtruction of it. -

That the faid Sir 7/i/iam Levy and Maſter Glyn 
have further 1ngratiated chemiclyes with the Delin- 
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yu of Wales, and (23), them for their ſaid 
elignes, in manner following ; (viz.) hee the ſaid Sir 
William Lewis hath within two yeers laſt paft coun- 
tenanceed and protefted many of the moſt notori- 
ous and dangerous Delinquents within the ſeverall 
Countries of Southwales ; namely the Lord of Carbe- 
Yr) and others in 'R armarthinſhire, Maſter Craze and 
others in Glamorganſhire,Maſter Morgan late Knight 
of the ſhire, Maſter 7ohn Herbert and others in Breck- 
nockſhire, Maſter Gwir, Maſter Lews, and divers 0- 
thers in Radnorſpire by freeing ſome of them alto-

And the ſaid Sir William Lews hath 
within-ewo yeers laſt paſt cauſed divers that had been. 
Commiſſioners for the King, and had preſt men, and 
raiſed moneys to promote the late War againſt rhe 
Parliament, namely, his Brother Maſter Thomas 
Lews, Maſter Gwyn, Maſter (harles Walbiffe, Ma- 
ſter Meridith Lewis, Maſter Edward Willi:ms, and 
many others to be Comauſtioners of the peace, and 
Committee men for the ſaid County of Brecknoc, in- 
ſomuch as thoſe that have been moſt active and faith- 
full ro che-Parhament, have been and {lil} are out- 
yorcd 
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voted in thoſe places, and wt do no conſiderable fer. 
vice for the Parliament : and the rather for that the 
ſaid Sir William Lewis hath alſo procured one E4. 
ward williams his owne kinſman, and one much dif 
afte&ted to the Parliament, to be Solicitor of Seque- 
ftrations in that County, who is. and hath been very 
remiſſe and corrupt therein, And the faid Sir /;/- 
liam Lewts hath by the means aforeſaid lately procu- 
red Maſter Edward Lewt his ſonne, though uni for 
that imployment, to be choſen and returned Bur. 
geſſe for Breck»oc z which that hee might the betrer 
eftet, he kept the Writ for eleRion of the ſaid Bur- 
geſſe above eight months in his owne cuſtodie before 
tt was delivered co the Sherifte of the ſaid County, 
And likewiſe that the ſaid Maſter Fohn Glyz within 
two yeers laſt paſt hath procured ſeverall perſons that 
have-lately been Commiſſioners of Array, and in 
Arms againſt the Parliament in Northwales, (viz.) 

and others to be named in the 
Commiſſion of the peace for the Counties of Dex- 
bigh and Carnarvar, and other Counties there, and 
to be put in other great places of Truſt aud Com- 
mand there, and amongſt others, Colonell G/yz his 
Brother, who was lately a Colonell in the Kings 
Army, is by the ſaid Maſter John Glyns procurement 
become Goycrnour of the Town and Caſtle of Car- 
»arvan, and Admirall or. Vice-Admirall of the Iriſh 
ſeas, to the endangering of choſe Countries hy ing 
upon the Coaſts towards Ireland , and to the fear 
and diſcouragement of the weil-afteted inhabitants 
of thole places.

theſe troubles, Governour of Portſmouth, a Garriſon for the 
Parliament (in which time hee received much of the pub-- 
licke treaſure, for which he hath not yer given an accompr,) 
did while he was governour there, frequently bold correſpon- 
dence and intelligence with the-Kings party, about the delive-- 
xy up of the ſaid Garriſon, infomuch as although Sir Y/illiam 
Waller and divers others. in that Garriſon were proclaimed

County of Ff-x, 
and procured a commiliion to bee a Colonell of Horſe, an4 in- 
ſtead of fighting ag:iialt the Parliaments cnemies, he tetooke 
himſelte to plunder and epprefſc the Parliaments friends there, 
and -contrary ts Order, and without any outhority , or cxi- 
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gencics of warre, compelling him theremmto, enforced great 
ſummes of mon:y, and many Horſes and other proviſions from 


the Country, namely from Mr.7 homas HManiwood, a man well 


afteted , who had the Generalls .proccation, and ( wheſe 
Horſes were taken from his Plow) and others, tothe great 
loffes and eppreſſion of the people, and to the great difho- 
nour of the Pailiament, whole ſervice he ncveriheli fe neg- 
teted, and hath not hichevto given an accompt of the greac 
ſfammes of money, and a;hcr-thinzs, that ke {o exated of the 
Country, as aforelaid.

That the ſaid Maſter Long afterwards upon pretence of ſome 
loſſes ſuſteined by the enemy,and fome great ſervice he had don 
for the State, did procure of the Houſe a great office in the 
Chancery 3 namely to be the cheife Regiſter of that Court, 
wherein his skill was lictle; and whereof he was and ill is 
altogether uncapable,and alchough for a time upon the ſelfede- 
nying ordinance ke was diſplaced; yet,upon the moetion'or by 
the power and means of the faid Mr. Hollis he hath obtained the 
ſame office againe to the great prejudice of skilfall Clerks that 
have beene bred up in the ſaid Court, to the diflervice of the 
common- wealth and the diſhonour of the Honſe.
